* News dispatches have recently de- 
"scribed a wave of disappointment 
which swept over some of the 
spenders and theorists at Washington 
when a conference of “little busi- 
ness men” resolutely opposed many 
of their odd and costly experiments. 

“Federal spending should be cur- 
tailed because the present rate of 
outlay is greater than the ability of 
the peopie to meet,” read, for ex- 
ample, a resolution from a sub- 
committee of that conference. 

“nwarranted and malicious at- 
tacks” on business were opposed, 
aiong with certain forms of wage 
and hour legislation. 

In one resolution the government 
twas asked “to ljight some place and 
maintain a constant perch, rather 
than flit about like a canary.” Others 
read: 

“We believe that fundamental con- 
ditions are sound and that business 
will prosper and unemployment will 
be relieved if business is relieved 
from the fear of further undue gov- 
ernment interference.” 

“We propose that employer and 
employe alike be held responsible for 
the faithful observance of mutual 
labor agreements.” 

, ‘We propose that government 
should co-operate with and not com- 
pete with business.” 

There were more in much the same 
vein. Many were changed in word- 
ing, but not in ideas, in the final 
reports. But these points--economy 
e government and sincere efforts 
ao achieve a balanced budget; modi- 
fication of the tax burden imposed 
on the average citizen; efforts to 
encourage, rather than discourage 
private enterprise and production; 
reduction of government competition 
with business, and peace in the labor 
field—remained the high lights 
among the proposals. As such, they 
constitute a sort of people’s program 
for steps which would help solve 
the growing problem of unemploy- 
ment and reroute America along the 
road to progress and recovery. 

Washington asked for and received 

these suggestions. They chart a prac- 
tical course to follow. 
- If the men who now hold the 
reins of power at the Capitol really 
want to restore the confidence on 
which recovery depends, the way 
_seems clear. It consists in giving 
‘constructive attention to the reason- 
able and logical requests which con- 
tinue to emanate from the people 
themselves. 

That after all is the method—and 
the strength—of representative 
government.

Facts About Washiagtom 


The Father of His Country Petri- 
fied to Sandstone 


The following story was furnish- 
ed for the Recorder by C. E. Mc- 
Pherscn, and was taken from a 
scrap book kept by his mother. 


(Correspondence to Chronicle) 
Washington, February 15, 1877. 
We visited Washington’s tomb to- 
day at Mount Vernon, Va., some 12 
miles from this city down the Po- 
tomac, and we had the unusual 
privilege of beholding the mortal re- 
mains of the immortal Wishington. 
Visitors to the tomb will remember 
that the west wall of the same has 
for severa lyears been in a falling 
condition and in great need of re- 
pair. A few days since part of it 
tumgled into the tomb, completely 
covering the sarcophagus of Wash- 
ington and also that of Martha 
Washington. In order to repair the 
damage in a competent manner it 
was found necessary to remove 
them a few feet from their resting 
piace. The one containing the re- 
mains of Martha Washington was 
removed first, but attracted no at- 
tention. But the unusual weight of 
the one containing the remains of 
Washington at once attracted the 
attention and aroused the curiosity 
of the official who was superintend- 
ing the work and removal, and it 
was decided to open the sarcophagus 
in order to ascertain the cause of 
the same. This was done and the 
remains were found to be petrified, 
in fact, a solid stone resembling 4 
[rat the features perfectly na- 


tural, with the exception of the 
eyes and ears. The body is a dark 
/ leathery color, and may be said to 
be a soft sand stone, which would 
likely break) if an attempt were
